Navajo  Tribal  Utility  Authority  has  initiated  sampling  of  the  three  wells  at  Montezuma  Creek 
and  at  the  intake  of  the  Mexican  Hat  surface  water  plant.  Samples  were  collected  on  Sunday, 
Monday  and  Thursday.  The  samples  will  be  analyzed  for  the  full  suite  of  drinking  water 
regulated  IOCs,  VOCs  and  SOCs.  Discussions  underway  to  confirm  sampling  site  locations  for 
mapping  purposes. 


Navajo  Generating  Station  located  on  the  Navajo  Nation  and  regulated  by  EPA  Region  9,  will  be 
initiating  monthly  raw  and  treated  sampling  of  its  Lake  Powell  surface  intake  starting  Thursday.
